Box No. VIII Certain observations on the international application 

The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the 
claims are fully supported by the description, are made:

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Re Item III 

Non-establishment of opinion with regard to novelty, inventive step and industrial 
applicability 

The wording of claim 1 is vague and fully unclear and leaves the reader in doubt as to the 
meaning of the technical features to which it refers, thereby rendering the definition of the 
subject-matter of said claims unclear, Article 6 PCT. 

In case of step a. it is unclear what the word 'indirectly' means in this context. 

In case of step b. it is unclear what the 'attachment area 33' is and it is unclear where it is 
positioned. 

The whole claim is also not clear, as the designation refers to a 'method for the attachment 
of an electrical lead wire', and it is not clear how the steps a. and b. would lead to any sort 
of attachment, as no welding, glueing or similar step is used. 

Re Hem V 

Reasoned statement with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial applicability; 
citations and explanations supporting such statement 

The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claims 2 to 18 does not involve an inventive step in the sense of Article 
33(3) PCT. 

The document D1 discloses a method for the attachment of an electrical lead wire on a 
heating element wherein a contact material is thermally sprayed on the surface of the 
heating element and a contact point is created(see §[0024], §[0027] and § [0028]). The 
document D1 additionally discloses a heating channel element produced according to this 
method. 

In claims 2 to 18, slight constructional changes from the known device or slight process 
changes from the known method are defined which come within the scope of the 
customary practice followed by persons skilled in the art, especially as the advantages 
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thus achieved can readily be foreseen. Consequently, the subject-matter of claims 2 to 18 
lacks an inventive step. 
Re Item VIII 

Certain observations on the international application 

The wording of claims 2 to 1 8 is also not fully clear and leaves the reader in doubt as to 
the meaning of the technical features to which it refers, thereby rendering the definition of 
the subject-matter of said claims unclear, Article 6 PCT. The main reason is that as 
already mentioned for claim 1 , it is unclear if the welding step is or not essential for the 
definition of the claimed invention. 
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
